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BP CEO attends yachting event, infuriates Gulf residents

It could have been a turnaround week in BP’s 
campaign to convince the public that it’s do- 
ing everything possible to contain the damage 
from the worst offshore oil spill in US. history. 

The company pledged to set aside $20 bil- 
lion to help spill victims, and the containment 
system at the site of the crippled well was cap- 
turing or burning increasing amounts of oil. 

Instead, the company faced renewed anger 
Saturday after reports that chief executive 
Tony Hayward had jetted back to England to 
attend an exclusive yachting competition. 

Hayward took Saturday off to see his 
52-foot yacht “Bob” compete in a race around 
the Isle of Wight off southern England. It 
was a good day for sailing—breezy and about 
68 degrees—but anger simmered on the 
steamy Gulf Coast, where crude oil is still 
gushing from a blown-out well. 

“Man, that ain’t right. None of us can even 
go out fishing, and he’s at the yacht races,” 
said Bobby Pitre, 33, who runs a tattoo shop in 
Larose, La. “I wish we could get a day off from 
the oil, too.” 

BP spokespeople rushed to defend Hay- 


that ain’t 


ward, who has drawn biting criticism as the 
public face of BP PLC’s halting efforts to stop 
the spill. 

Company spokesman Robert Wine said 
the break is the first for Hayward since the 
Deepwater Horizon rig that BP was leasing 
exploded April 20, killing 11 workers and set- 
ting off the undersea gusher. 

“He’s spending a few hours with his family 
at a weekend. I’m sure that everyone would 
understand that,” Wine said. 

Hayward already had angered many in the 
US. when he was quoted in the Times of Lon- 
don as suggesting that Americans were par- 
ticularly likely to file bogus claims for com- 
pensation from the spill. He later shocked 
Louisiana residents by telling them that no 
one wanted to resolve the crisis as badly as he 
did because, “I'd like my life back.” 

Ronnie Kennier, a 49-year-old oysterman 
from Empire, La., said Hayward’s day among 
the sailboats showed once again just how out 
of touch BP executives are with the suffering 
along the Gulf. 

“He wanted to get his life back,” Kennier 
said. “I guess he got it.”

SS 50 bucks or what? 
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The rough road toward a job as a taxi driver

Imagine a job where you can set your own hours, get paid in cash and have job security 
amid the recession. Sign you up? No problem, as long as you don’t mind driving a taxi. 

Employment of taxi drivers and chauffeurs is expected to grow 16 percent in the 
next eight years, faster than the average for all occupations, according to a federal gov- 
ernment report issued in December. 

The downside: Taxi drivers face an unusual working environment, including incon- 
sistent wages and potentially dangerous conditions. A 2008 University of Illinois at 
Chicago survey of local taxi drivers found more than one-fifth of respondents had 
been attacked or threatened with violence by passengers. The city in April said most 
taxis will get a security camera mounted above their rear view mirrors during the next 
two years. 

Meanwhile, the Illinois House earlier this year approved legislation that would 
tighten the requirements for becoming a taxi driver. The bill, which now awaits ap- 
proval in the Senate, would require drivers to have a valid drivers license for at least 
three years before becoming a taxi driver. Drivers who currently have had their drivers 
licenses for less than three years take a drivers training course. 

There are currently about 12,000 licensed taxi drivers in Chicago and 6,800 taxis, 
said Efrat Stein, spokeswoman for the city Department of Business Affairs and Con- 
sumer Protection. Ninety-nine percent of these drivers are male, and the average age 
for taxi drivers is 43, according to city data. 

Drivers face a long road to certification, including meeting an English proficiency 
requirement, finishing a mandatory two-week training course at Harold Washington 
College and passing a physical exam and drug test. Think being a cabbie is easy? Here’s 
what it takes to get in the driver’s seat.

If a stu- 
dent passes, he or she 
receives a certificate 
of completion. But 
it's not uncommon 
for students to fail, 
Blum said. They 
then have to wait 
30 days to retake 
the entire course. 


Taxi course 
The taxi course is a two-week training 
program that includes classroom in- 
struction and two bus tours of popular 
tourist attractions, Jones said. Students 
learn the city’s geography and how to 
work with disabled passengers. The 
first four-hour bus tour is a trip through 
downtown as an instructor talks about 
the attractions. The second tour is 
four hours in the South Loop and 
South Side. The course costs 
$275. About 1,830 students en- 
rolled in the taxi course in 2009, 
about the same as 2008, for- 

mer Harold Washington spokes- 
woman Elsa Tullos said.

RED LINE FIR 


AT LEAST 19 HURT WHEN SMOKE FILLS SUBWAY TUNNEL

Chicago firefighters extinguished a track fire Sunday after- 
noon in the Red Line subway north of the Chicago Avenue 
station, officials said. At least 19 people were taken to area 
hospitals, five of them seriously injured, a Fire Department 
spokesman said. 

The victims were being treated for smoke inhalation at 
hospitals including Northwestern Memorial and Stroger 
Hospital of Cook County, Fire Department spokesman Larry 
Langford said. All of those who were seriously injured were 
adults, he said. 

The fire involved creosote-soaked railroad ties, said fire 
officials, who did not elaborate on whether northbound or 
southbound tracks were involved. What ignited the fire is 
under investigation, but Langford said the railroad ties do oc- 
casionally catch fire during the summer heat. 

“It’s more common on the elevated trains,” Langford said. 
“Tt’s rare on the subway but it does happen occasionally,” he said. 

Although a CTA spokeswoman said three trains were in 
the vicinity of the fire at the time it broke out, and all were 
able to get to stations and riders were able to leave via regular 
station exits before power was cut off, fire officials said some 
riders had to leave the subway via emergency exits. 

Smoke was reported billowing from CTA subway grates 
just before 5 p.m. at State Street and Bellevue Place, Fire De- 


partment spokesman Rich Rosado said. More than 100 fire- 
fighters and 10 ambulances were sent to the scene. 

Sang Shin, 22, was on the northbound Red Line train Sun- 
day when the fire broke out. He said the train stopped be- 
tween the Chicago Avenue and Clark and Division stops with 
no explanation from the train operator. He said passengers 
around him were holding T-shirts to their noses to keep from 
inhaling the thickening smoke. 

“Everyone was just wondering what was going on and try- 
ing to breathe,” Shin said. 

But Chris Johnson, 38 of Lakeview, told RedEye via e-mail 
that he thought the CTA did a good job taking care of people 
and getting them out of harm’s way. Johnson was on a north- 
bound Red Line train that filled with smoke. He described the 
smell as an electrical fire and plastics or rubber burning. 

Johnson said the train pulled into the Clark and Division 
stop, and the operator opened the doors but he couldn’t see 
the landing because of the smoke. Johnson said he used the 
light on his phone as a makeshift flashlight, but it didn’t re- 
ally help because the smoke was so thick. He, another pas- 
senger and a CTA employee at the station checked the rest of 
the train to make sure no one was still aboard and when they 
found no one they headed for the exit. 

Johnson said he had “a wicked headache,” and was covered 
in soot, but was otherwise OK.

Sharing on 
two wheels

Think of it as an I-GO for bikes. 

Chicago B-cycle will be the city’s first bike-sharing sys- 
tem for residents when it launches in July with 100 bikes 
at six stations throughout Chicago. It’s a program that was 
unveiled at the Bike to Work rally Friday at Daley Plaza. 
Mayor Daley has been interested in bike-sharing since he 
saw it in Paris in 2007. Loyola University has a similar pro- 
gram for its students. 

“The idea was to bring European-style bike-sharing to 
the United States. Bike-sharing is an alternative form of 
urban transportation,” said Bob Burns, president of B- 
cycle. 

B-cycle, a partnership of Humana, Trek Bicycle and ad 
agency Crispin Porter + Bogusky and owned and operated 
by Bike & Roll Chicago, launched Denver’s citywide bike- 
sharing program with 500 bicycles on Earth Day in April. 
So far, there have been more than 18,000 rides through 
the program, Burns said. 

Riders can sign up for a membership fee of $35 for 30 
days, $45 for 60 days and $55 for 90 days. A card will be 
mailed to them and riders can stop by a bicycle kiosk at 
McCormick Place, Museum Campus, Buckingham Foun- 
tain, the Chicago Park District headquarters (541 N. 
Fairbanks Ct.) and two downtown locations yet to be an- 
nounced. 

Riders then swipe their membership cards to unlock a 
bike, which comes with a lock but no helmet. The first half 
hour is free and each additional half hour is $2.50. Also, 
riders who don’t purchase a membership can use a credit 
card for a $10 daily membership pass and pick up a bike. 

Riders will be able to drop off the bicycle at any B-sta- 
tion as well as Navy Pier, North Avenue beach and Millen- 
nium Park, where Bike & Roll has rental stations. 

“They're intended to get you from point A to point B,” 
Burns said. “The idea is to help people get around town on 
a bike instead of a car.” 

Chicago’s new bike-sharing program, which likely will 
run through October and return in the spring, is of no cost 
to the city, he said. 

Commuters can use the bikes to get to their offices 
from train or bus stops or make short trips during the day, 
he said. “If you’re in Chicago and you don’t have your bike 
today for whatever reason, you can still ride to lunch or 
you can still ride around and do your errands,” Burns said.

Car bombs kill 28 in Baghdad 


BAGHDAD ‘Two suicide car bombers struck a 
crowded area outside a state-run bank Sunday 
in Baghdad, killing nearly 30 people in the lat- 
est attack targeting a high-profile part of the 
capital. 

The blast, which tore the glass facade off 
the three-story Trade Bank of Iraq building, 
leaving chairs and desks exposed, occurred 
shortly after 11 a.m. as the area was packed 
with people at the start of the local work 
week. 

Persistent bombings in Baghdad and sur- 
rounding areas have raised fears that in- 
surgents are stepping up attacks in a bid to 
foment unrest by exploiting the political 
deadlock following inconclusive March 7 par- 


liamentary elections. 

Last week, suspected al-Qaida in Iraq mili- 
tants stormed the central bank and exchanged 
gunfire with Iraqi security forces in a standoff 
that brought part of the capital to a standstill. 

The ability of the insurgents to penetrate 
areas with tight security also has raised ques- 
tions about the readiness of Iraqi forces to 
take over their own security less than three 
months before all American combat troops 
are to leave the country, the first step toward a 
full withdrawal by the end of next year. 

Three Iraqi police officials and a doctor at 
the Yarmouk hospital where many victims 
were taken put the toll at 28 people killed and 
57 wounded.

“Probably, just to 

Moore torture myself,” he told 

a handful of reporters 
off the 18th green. “I get angry, and it makes 
me hate golf for about two months, and then 
T’m OK again.” 

Moore shot a solid 2-over 73 on Sunday to 
put himself in position for a top-4o finish. But 
to hear him tell it, Moore got little out of the 
experience other than extreme frustration. 

“T feel like instead of difficulty, they just go 
for trickiness, to be honest,” he said. 

Moore was particularly critical of the par-5 
14th hole and its fast, slopey, raised green. It’s 
where, in the second round, Zach Johnson 
made a 9 and Paul Casey, Ian Poulter and YE. 
Yang made 8s after chipping adventures. 

“Tt would take not much to make that green 
at least halfway reasonable, and they refuse to 
do it,” Moore said of USGA officials. “I think 
they go for a spectacle; they want some hole 
to draw attention and make everybody look 
stupid, I guess. It doesn’t reward good golf 
shots like Augusta [National] does, and I don’t 
understand why you'd have a tournament that 
doesn’t reward good golf shots.” 

Moore also slammed the par-3 17th, which 
plays 208 yards into a bowl-shaped green. 
When the pin is backleft, it is nearly impos- 
sible to hit. 

Some players aim for the front bunker. U.S. 
Open winner Graeme McDowell called it 
both “one of the greatest holes in world golf” 
but also “borderline unfair.” 

Said Moore: “It’s completely unreasonable, 
just a horrible golf hole the way they set it up. 
T honestly don’t think I could have stopped a 
7-iron on it [Sunday}.” 

In 2004, Moore won the U.S. Amateur and 
his second US. Amateur Public Links. 

“I’m sure all of this is going to get printed 
and {the USGA is] going to hate me, but I’m 
OK with that,” he said. 


PAR4 
Sitting at even par after a bogey and two 
pars to begin the round, Woods drops his 
club in disgust as his drive hooks hard left. 
It caroms off a tree and comes to rest in 
the tall grass, setting up an uphill approach 
shot. He somehow manages to save par to 
stay at even par for the round. 
Elsewhere: Dustin Johnson, who began 
the final round with the lead, is drowning 
in quicksand. He flubs a chip that leads to a 
triple bogey on No. 2, cards a double bogey 
on No. 3 and bogeys No. 4, putting him at 1 
over. So one contender bites the dust, but 
Graeme McDowell is steady to start and sits 
at 3 under. Yet, Tiger’s three shots back with 
plenty of holes to make up the difference.

Bogeys on the fourth and sixth holes push 
Woods further from his goal, but his ap- 
proach shot on the deceptively difficult 
par 3 puts him pin high. He drills the birdie 
putt to move back to 1 over, and the gallery 
senses Tiger’s got a bounce in his step. 
Elsewhere: Leader Graeme McDowell 
birdies the par-3 fifth hole to sit at 4 under 
par. A tough task is ahead of Woods, but 
it's doable.

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New Zealand celebrates, 
Italy sulks after shocking 
tie in World Cup play 


NELSPRUIT, South Africa The meaning of a 
World Cup draw couldn't be more opposite 
than in Italy’s 1-1 tie with New Zealand on 
Sunday. 

For the Azzurri, the one point was depress- 
ing. For the Kiwis, it was monumental. 

Defending champion Italy had to rally to 
get the draw in the latest World Cup stun- 
ner. With two successive ties, the 78th-ranked 
All Whites are in position to advance to the 
second round if they can beat Paraguay on 
Thursday. The Italians also would move on 
from Group F if they beat Slovakia. 

“T think that stopped the nation,” New 
Zealand coach Ricki Herbert said. “It’s the 
most incredible result we’ve had across the 
board.” 

The Italian coach had a slightly different 
perspective. 

“We're just sorry we didn’t win a match we 
could have,” Italy coach Marcello Lippi said. 
“Tf we didn’t win against New Zealand it’s our 
fault. Once again, the opponent scored on 
their first chance. ... But this was a match we 
should have won.” 

New Zealand took the lead after seven min- 
utes when Italy’s 36-year-old captain, Fabio 
Cannavaro, made a horrendous error, handing 
a goal to Shane Smeltz. A long free kick from 
Simon Elliott sailed deep into Italy’s area, off 
Cannavaro’s hip as he fell and directly toward 
the waiting Smeltz for the tap-in. 

It was New Zealand’s only shot on goal the 
entire match. 

Riccardo Montolivo hit the post for Italy 
in the 27th, then Vincenzo Jaquinta equalized 
two minutes later with a penalty kick.
